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^ (57) Abstract: The invention relates to a micro fluid biomolecule separation system comprising a primary separating path and one or 
^5 more secondary process paths. The primary separating path being in the form of a separating coating carried on a substrate, wherein 
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one or more inlets is placed along or extends along the primary separating path, whereby biomolecules separated along the primary 
path is capable of being introduced into the secondary process path(s) for being processed further. 
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
